• Page 3, lines 4-6, change "environments- as is generally the case when used on building sites-, 
particles can stop the blocking means working properly" to read, "environments, as is generally 
the case when used on building sites, particles can stop the blocking means from working 
properly". 

• Page 4, line 7, change "or a similar^ to read "or a similar tool". 

• Page 4, line 23, change "member can be manually" to read, "member to be manually". 

• Page 4, line 24, change "As one developmenf to read, "As in one embodimenf. 

• Page 4, line 30, change "a development" to read, "an embodiment". 



Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 7 and 13 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Claim 7, line 2, change "is configured as a U-shape" to read "is configured to have a U-shape". In 
line 4, change "and that the stop face" to read "and the stop face". 

• Claim 13, line 3, change "and that the" to read, "and the". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) 
include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the 
scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
